An official of the state highway 
departm ent Thursday said the con­ 
troversial bypass project at Circle­ 
ville “ has no status” because of the 
deadlock ed dispute over the re ­ 
routing here. 
The anno uncement cam e fro m 
Richard Ricketts, o f the depart­ 
ment’s district o ffices at 
Dela­ 
ware. Ile said the pro po sal to re­ 
lo cate Ro ute 23 aro und 
Circle­ 
v ille w asn’t included in the latest 
plans appro v ed, “ mainly because 
we hav en’t been able to g et any ­ 
where with o ur plans.” 
Because of the stalem ate at the 
Circleville end, he ex plained, “ the 
project has no status with us as of 
now.” He emphasized he didn’t 
mean the project has been aban­ 
doned. He said he only means the 
job has lost w hatever priority 
it 
had, for the time being, until vital 
decisions are made. 
Rick etts described three “ n e x t 
steps” that could come from 
the 
present position 
of 
the 
project.

They were outlined as follows:

I. THROUGH OPERATION o f a 
new highway council being estab­ 
lished under legislation passed by 
the last session of state assembly, 


i the state highway branch may be 
“ forced to go ahead immediately” 
with the Route 23 bypass at Circle­ 
ville.

ment, conceivably, could mean the 
state would have to build the new 
four-lane highway up to the city 
limits “ and let the city tak e it from 
there.” 
2. The project may continue in a 
lull until a decision is reached at 
Circleville, and that decision con­ 
veyed to S. O. Linzell, director of 
state highways. Rick etts said he 
understood Linzell told 
a

ville delegation some time ago that 
the idea would be suspended until 
the group reports back to Linzell,

either directly or through the dis­ 
trict offices. 
3 . Actio n co uld be resumed in 
Circlev ille o n a new detachment 
po sitio n—to pull back 
the

po ratio n line—and g iv e the state ; 
full appro v al to pro ceed. In surh 
a case, Ricketts said, much v al­ 
uable time co uld be sav ed since 
surv ey s co uld be started w h i l e 
the pro ject is being put “ back in 
line.” 
The highways official reiterated 
there is little hope the bypass could 


be speeded by having the

grant “ consent” legislation, with 
the understanding 
state would 
waive the city’s share of the costs. 
His reference was to a mid-way 
type of proposal which would elim ­ 
inate virtually all the detachm ent 
proceedings.

Harding was k illed a short time 
after he left a farewell party for 
his retiring chief, Albert A. Weid­ 
man.

as 
successor to Woldman, who leaves 
today to assum e a juvenile judg- 
ship in Cuyahoga County.

umbus. St. John had two pistols, a 
.32 caliber and a .45 caliber 
he 
said he had stolen from a guard 
at a Camp Atterbury stock ade yes­ 
terday morning. 
Harding stopped the car in front 
of a motel about five miles west of 
Zanesville and shouted, “ Call the 
cops! This guy has a gun!” 
Patrolm an Wells said St. John 
was wounded in the leg during the 
struggle for the gun. Harding was 
shot twice, once in the head and 
once in the abdomen. 
Ray Bush, 2 5 , a truck driv er 
o f Linden, Ind., heard the strug ­ 
g le and the sho ts and saw a man 
flee fro m Harding 's car. Hard­ 
ing ’s bo dy was fo und hang ing o ut 


the car do o r. The mo tel attend­ 
ant had g o ne inside to pho ne the 
sheriff. 


Roadblock s were set up through­ 
out the area. Wells, driving a pa­ 
trol car, spotted St. John coming 
onto U. S. 40 from the brush about 
5:30 a. rn. and took him into cus­ 
tody without resistance. St. John 
was carrying the .45 caliber pistol 
in his belt. The 
other gun 
was 
found in the car. 
St. John is held at Zanesville po­ 
lice headquarters. 
Harding was former three-term 
m ayor of Cuyahoga Falls. He was 
a native of Guernsey County. He 
J was graduated by the American In­ 
stitute of Bank ing. For seven years 
he work ed in an Ak ron bank . He 
also was cashier for the Summit 
: County probate court. 


His widow and family reside in 
Cuyahoga Falls.

“ I’m very grieved and shock ed 
to hear w hat happened. Joe H a rd -1 
ing lived in the house immediately 
in back of the governor's mansion. I 
He was a neighbor. 


“ He did a good job as mayor of 
Cuyahoga Falls and had been in I 
the industrial relations d e p a rtm e nt; 
about five years. He was being 
considered to succeed Albert Wold­ 
m an as director of the 
depart- ■ 
m ent.” 


Lausche recently

Woldman as a juvenile judge in 
Cuyahoga County.

He 
said the plans of this council are 
not yet k nown, hut he stressed that 
its decisions could force 
im m edi­ 
ate work on the new highway north 
and south of Circleville.

Two Airliners

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. iJ^-Two 
commercial air liners, carrying a 
total of 57 persons, brushed each 
other last night at 11.000 feet, but 
pilots landed them safely and no 
one was injured.

Dulles yesterday told the ABA 
meeting in Boston that the con­ 
stitutional amendment 
proposed 
by Brick er would put Congress in 
charge of the conduct of foreign 
affairs and “ have a calamitous 
effect upon the international po­ 
sition and prospects of the Unitei 
States.” 
Brick er said later 
that 
Dulles 
“ either does not understand the 
Constitution or he does not under­ 
stand the Senate resolution.” 
“ My resolution in no 
way 
im­ 
pairs the power of the President in 
dealing with foreign nations,” the 
Ohio senator declared. “ It would 
prevent the President and the Sen­ 
ate from mak ing domestic law by 
treaties.” 
The Dulles statement came in a 
prepared speech after the ABA S 
international law section voted 64- 
12 against the Brick er proposal. 
Today, the ABA as a whole dis­ 
regarded the law section’s recom­ 
mendation and voted 
to 
support 
the am endment. The vote was 117- 
33.

BRICKER’S 
resolution, 
which 
originally had 63 other senators as 


co-sponsors, would provide that no 
treaty should 
override 
domestic 
law unless Congress acted affirm a­ 
tively. It also would give Congress 
power to “ regulate” ex ecutive in­ 
ternational agreements. As a con­ 
stitutional amendm ent, it would re ­ 
quire two-thirds approval of both 
houses of Congress and ratifica­ 
tion by three fourths of the states. 
Dulles noted that President Eis­ 
enhower has said he is opposed to

am endm ent 
which 
would 
ham per the President in his con- 
stitutioiii.1 role of conducting for­ 
eign affairs. 
The secretary of state said the 
Brick er 
proposal 
would 
“ cut 
down the nation's treaty power so 
that no treaty could bind the na­ 
tion in respect Of nutte rs which, 
under our federal 
system, 
fall 
within the 
jurisdiction 
of 
the 
states. 
“ This would set the clock back 
to an approx imation of the condi­ 
tion which ex isted under the Artic­ 
les of Confederation.” 
Calling this

Brick er declared: 
“ Pm going to bring it up in the 
nex t session of the Senate, w hether 
it is a special session this fall or 
at the regular session in January 
We are going to have a showdown

which acts tomorrow.

For Americans, the approv al of this 
act represents a major decision. If Euro­ 
peans fully understand this decision, they 
It is onlv a matter of time until nuclear-; 
realize that the United States is mak- 
fusion and nuclear-fusion bombs can be de­ 
liv ered by long-range rockets. And there 
is no sure defense against such bombs. A 
determined enemy could no doubt manage 
to deliv er one occasionally ev en if unaided 
by ’ a fifth column in this country '. 
Malenkov knows these facts about A- 
bombs and H-bombs, and it is this knowl­ 
edge, in all probability , that has immobiliz­ 
ed the Sov iet army thus far. If there had 
been no atomic bomb to serv e as a deter­ 
rent, World War III might be under way 
now. 
The deterrent effect, howev er, is two- 
edged- If World War III comes, the United 
States cannot hope to escape being hit by 
atomic bombs and perhaps by hy drogen 
bombs. For the first time, Americans may 
face terrible bomb dev astation. 
There is no indication that the new team 
in the Kremlin shrinks from the prospect 
of all-out atomic warfare. Apparently Mal­ 
enkov and his cohorts want to postpone 
atomic war until they are better prepared 
to such hostilities, but there is little hope 
that they will try to av oid one altogether. 


COMMUNIST “ J USTICE” 
IN RELEASING WESTERN citizens im­ 
prisoned for alleged espionage, the con­ 
duct of Russia’s satellites follows no per­ 
ceiv able pattern. 
Th Hungarians released an American 
telphone ex ecutiv e, Robert Vogeler, 
be­ 
fore Stalin's death. Under the Malenkov 
regime, first an American correspondent, 
William Oatis, was released from a Czech­ 
oslov akian jail. Now two more Westerners, 
a British and Italian citizen, hav e b e e n 
freed from Hungarian prisons. 
In most of these cases there was an ac­ 
tual or implied quid pro quo, in the usual 


ing adjustments almost as sev ere as they ' 
are likely to call upon each other to make. 
“ Abov e the details of the legislation, the 
debates, the statistics, and the work sheets, 
it is the ex pression of a great ideal of com ­ 
mon welfare and peace. . .” 
The 
Euiopeans disappointed 
Senator 
Vandenberg’s postulates. They hav e not as­ 
sumed that we placed sev ere strains upon 
ourselv es to aid them. Instead, they say 
that had wo not required them to 
t a k e 
great quantities of our goods, we should 
hav e had an economic disaster of great di­ 
mensions. 
Therefore, they did us a fav or by taking 
our money : otherwise, we should hav e had 
unemploy ment of at least 10 lfiillion. 
I 
hav e listened to that argument ad nauseum 
The assumption that the foreign aid pro­ 
gram would bring us friendship and allies 
has prov ed to be without foundation. Where 
are those friends? True, we lost the Ko­ 
rean War, but does that mean that the win­ 
ner takes all? The conduct of Great Brit- 1 
ain and Canada in the United Nations ov er 
the seating of Sov iet Russia on “ our side” 
giv es the impression that it does. 
It giv es an American the impression that 
Great Britain is v y ing with India to be 
Malenkov ’s broker in the United Nations.

W ITH suitable encouragem ent, 
or perhaps even money hanging 
on th e outcome, one can endure 
m uch greater w ear on th e nerves 
and muscles th a n ordinary use 
involves. Therefore, m otivation 
is one great factor governing f a ­ 
tigue, usually far m ore im p o rta nt 
th a n m ere m uscular weariness. 
O ften the tiredness felt by an 
Individual is out of all proportion 
to th e labor done. It docs not 
disap pear w hen work is stopped 
or even after adeq uate rest. 
Fatigue Persists 
T his condition m ay be due to 
such chronic diseases as tub e rc u­ 
losis, severe anem ia, high blood 
pressure 
or 
hy perthy roidism . 
However, in m any people th e f a ­ 
tigue persists even though e x a m ­ 
inatio n reveals no phy sical im ­ 
pairm ent. 
Fatigue and tiredness are un­ 
der th e control of th e p a rt of the 
brain where activity of th e body j 
is m otivated. This p a rt actually 
seem s to tire before the muscles 
th a t do the work. 
T ests have been m ade on p e r­ 
sons doing an ex cessive a m o unt 
of ex ercise and it h as been found 
th a t th e muscles are still active 
even w hen the average person 
drops 
from 
fatigue. 
Thus, 
it 
would seem th a t in the tre a tm e nt 
of m a ny cases of fatigue, the 
m ental situation of the person is 
a t fault. 


Under strong suggestion and 
encouragem ent, or perhaps even 
under hy pnosis, the person can 
do phy sical w’ork far above w h at 
he would norm ally do. Therefore, 
it can be seen th a t the m ind is an 
im portant factor in determ ining 
th e am ount of m ental and phy si­ 
cal labor th a t a person can carry 
through. 
People who have m ental aver­ 
sion to doing certain ty pes 
of 
work, or to working in general 
due to em otional difficulties, will 
ex perience greater fatigue 
and 
tiredness th a n other persons 
of 
similar build. Solving the em o­ 
tional conflict is sometimes nec­ 
essary in order to effect a cure, 
and tonics and vitamins can 
do 
little to help until the m ental 
conflict is cleared up.

Some mem bers of Congress com ­ 
plain Andrews is not keeping them 
sufficiently informed on what he 
is doing and that in his zeal for

and decentralization he 
ma y be overdoing it. 
One member of the House. De­ 
witt S. Hy de, Mary land Republican 
raised the question of uniformity 
in tax decisions by sa y ing the fed­ 
eral tax sy stem could be wrecked 
if there is not sufficient coordina­ 
tion between the field offices and a 
central point like the main office 
here.

FAMED FORT WILLIAM HENRY TO RISE AGAIN 
ON SHORE OF LONG HISTORIC LAKE GEORGE

ories of one of the m ost frightful 
m assacres in A m erican Indian his­ 
tory are being revived here with 
the reconstruction of Fort W illiam 
Henry, once a powerful B ritish 
bastion at the foot of Lake George, 
captured and razed by the French 
in 1757. 
To anyone who still rem em bers 
the thrill and romance of Jam es

H enry should carry a fam iliar ring 
since much of the book’s action 
revolves around the fierce fighting 
th a t took place here. 
The colorful history of tile fort, 
coupled with the painstaking effort 
th at is being made to rebuild it 
exactly as it once stood—a form id­ 
able bulwark against any French 
th rust dowrn the Hudson to A lbany 
and New York—is m aking the re­ 
construction a project of g reat in­ 
terest.

The Grumman SA-16A was one of 
the Air Force’s answers to t h i s 
dilemma. It is a seaplane with a 
range of 2,500 miles. Carrying a 
crew of six. The Albatross, as the 
SA-16A Is nicknamed, can speed to 
the rescue at over 250 miles per 
hour and pick up as many as ten 
persons.

th at can b e u sed in search an d 
rescu e wo rk , p erso n n el an d car- 
j 
g o tran sp o rt o r as a mu lti-en g in e 
seap lan e train er. 
The Albatross did not altogether 
fill the overall job requirements, 
however. It is linable to land in 
rough water and its range is still 
short of what might be required to 
rescue personnel in a mid-o c e a n 
crash. In a case such as this, the 
Air Sea Rescue Squadrons have 
B-17’s and B-29’s that have large 
lifeboats which may be dropped by 
parachute to a spot near the sur­ 
vivors. 
These boats are A-3 lifeboats. Af­ 
ter hitting the water, the engine in 
the boat starts automatically. 
A 
controller flying in 
the 
mother 
plane steers the boat to the surviv­ 
ors by means of remote radio con­ 
trol.

aboard the boat and the controller 
can guide them to safer waters, 
where an Albatross or a helicopter 
can pick them up, or guide them 
all the way to land. 
These 
29-foot long 
boats 
are 
equipped with food, medical sup­ 
plies, fresh water and enough gas 
for a 500-mile journey. 
At the exhibit site at Cox Mu­ 
nicipal Airport, the A-3 
Lifeboat 
will be parked alongside the SA-16A 
Albatross. Air Force displaymen 
will explain different features of 
both pieces of equipment and will 
answer spectators questions.

THt, TERRIBLE BOMBS 
CONSENSUS OF THE experts seems to 
be that the world may as well take it for 
granted that Malenkov, although a 
R u s ­ 
sian. was telling the truth when he said that 
Russia has a hydrogen bomb. The basis for 
this reasoning doubtless is that if he was ; 
lying, his statement probably will be true 
as soon as Russian spies can steal the se­ 
crets in this country. 
The general principle of nuclear-fusion 
weapons have been known for years. The 
technical difficulties involved are great, 
but Russia has able scientists and some 
from Germany as well. Eventually any na­ 
tion willing and able to pay the staggering 
cost can produce a hydrogen bomb. And | 
attempts to ferret out Spies and traitors in 
this country have aroused a terrific furore 
in suspect circles. Is the object to cover up 
thefts of hydrogen secrets? 
It is only a matter of time until nuclear- 
fusion and nuclear-fusion bombs can be de­ 
livered by long-range rockets. And there 
is no sure defense against such bombs. A 
determined enemy could no doubt manage 
to deliver one occasionally even if unaided 
by a fifth column in this country. 
Malenkov knows these facts about A- 
bombs and H-bombs, and it is this knowl­ 
edge, in all probability, that has immobiliz-1 
ed the Soviet army thus far. If there had j 
been no atomic bomb to serve as a deter­ 
rent, World War III might be under way 
now. 
The deterrent effect, however, is two- 
edged- If World War III comes, the United 
States cannot hope to escape being hit by 
atomic bombs and perhaps by hydrogen 
bombs. For the first time, Americans may 
face terrible bomb devastation. 
There is no indication that the new team 
in the Kremlin shrinks from the prospect 
of all-out atomic warfare. Apparently Mal­ 
enkov and his cohorts want to postpone 
atomic war until they are better prepared 
to such hostilities, but there is little hope 
that they will try to avoid one altogether. 


COMMUNIST “JUSTICE’* 
IN RELEASING WESTERN citizens im­ 
prisoned for alleged espionage, the con­ 
duct of Russia’s satellites follows no per­ 
ceivable pattern. 
Th Hungarians released an American 
telphone executive, Robert Vogeler, be­ 
fore Stalin's death. Under the Malenkov 
regime, first an American correspondent, 
Will iam Oatis, was released from a Czech­ 
oslovakian jail. Now two more Westerners, 
a British and Italian citizen, have b e e n 
freed from Hungarian prisons. 
In most of these cases there was an ac­ 
tual or implied quid pro quo, in the usual

These Days 


When foreign aid was sold to the Amer­ 
ican people, it was to ‘’promote the gen­ 
eral welfare national interest, and foreign 
policy al the United States/’ These are the 
phrases which appeared in the report of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations pre­ 
sided over by Senator Arthur Vandenberg. 
He asked Congress to authorize an ex­ 


p e n d i t u r e of $5.3 b illio n fo r the first of a 
four year operation. The object was “ to 


h e lp European nations to help themselves 


to recovery in such a way as to become in­ 
dependent of outside assistance.” 
This was in 1948, and the foreign aid pro­ 
gram ic still with us, amounting in this 
year's budget to $6.8 billion and totaling al­ 
together approximately $60 billion for the 
short period of five years. 
The end is not yet in sight. In fact, the 
Foreign Operations Administration, head­ 
ed by Harold Stassen, has been separated 
from the State Department and seems to 
have been put on a permanent basis. May­ 
be foreign aid is permanent, too. 
When the American people first agreed 
to a $5.3 billion European Recovery Pro­ 
gram, they never could conceive that this 
would be such a monstrous growth, in time 
consuming so large a share of their earn­ 
ings. But there it is for us to live with. 
Senator Vandenberg^ report included 
these statements: 
“This kind of assistance, in peacetime, 
is without precedent in the history of m an­ 
kind. This assistance is not, and cannot be, 
a permanent feature of American foreign 
policy. For Americans, the approval of this 
act represents a major decision. If Euro­ 
peans fully understand this decision, they 
will realize that the United States is m ak­ 
ing adjustments almost as severe as they 
are likely to call upon each other to make. 
“Above the details of the legislation, the 
debates, the statistics, and the work sheets, 
it is the expression of a great ideal of com­ 
mon welfare and peace. . 
The Euiopeans disappointed 
Senator 
Vandenberg^ postulates. They have not as­ 
sumed that we placed severe strains upon 
ourselves to aid them. Instead, they say 
that had we not required them to t a k e 
great quantities of our goods, we should 
have had an economic disaster of great di­ 
mensions. 
Therefore, they did us a favor by taking 
our money: otherwise, we should have had 
unemployment of at least IO billion. I 
have listened to that argument ad nauseum 
The assumption that the foreign aid pro­ 
gram would bring us friendship and allies 
has proved to be without foundation. Where 
are those friends? True, we lost the Ko­ 
rean War, but does that mean that the win­ 
ner takes all? The conduct of Great Brit­ 
ain and Canada in the United Nations over 
the seating of Soviet Russia on “our side” 
gives the impression that it does. 
It gives an American the impression that 
Great Britain is vying with India to be 
Malenkov’s broker in the United Nations.

WITH suitable encouragem ent, 
or perhaps even money h anging 
on the outcome, one can endure 
m uch greater wear on the nerves 
an d muscles th a n ordinary use 
involves. Therefore, m otivation 
is one great factor governing f a ­ 
tigue, usually far more im p o rtan t 
th a n mere m uscular weariness. 
O ften the tiredness felt by an 
individual is out of all proportion 
to the labor done. It does not 
disappear w hen work is stopped 
or even after adequate rest. 
Fatigue Persists 
This condition m ay be due to 
such chronic diseases as tubercu ­ 
losis, severe anem ia, high blood 
pressure 
or 
hyperthyroidism . 
However, in m any people th e f a ­ 
tigue persists even th ough exr>m- 
ination re\reals no physical im ­ 
pairm ent. 
Fatigue and tiredness are u n ­ 
der the control of the p a rt of the 
brain where activity of th e body 
is motivated. This p a rt actually 
seems to tire before the muscles 
th a t do the work. 
Tests have been m ade on p er­ 
sons doing an excessive am o un t 
of exercise and it h as been found 
th a t th e muscles are still active 
even when the average person 
drops 
from 
fatigue. 
Thus, 
it 
would seem th a t in the tre a tm e n t 
of m any cases of fatigue, the 
m en tal situation of the person is 
a t fault. 


I 
Under strong suggestion a n d 
en; ju d g e m e n t, or perhaps even 
under hypnosis, the person can 
do physical work far above w h a t 
he would normally do. Therefore, 
it can be seen th a t the mind is an 
im portant factor in determ ining 
tho am ount of m ental and physi­ 
cal labor th a t a person can carry 
I through. 
People who have m ental av er­ 
sion to doing certain types of 
work, or to working in general

At Italian Legislature’s Sessions 


Panoramic view of Italy'* chamber of deputies. 
This is not, unfortunately, a sound picture.

Italy—Now 
that 
the 
n e w l y - elected legislators have 
taken their seats, Italy's chamber 
of deputies and senate are once 
again open for business. Here in 
two palaces in the heart of Rome 
are 
daily displayed 
the 
virtues 
and faults of Italian democracy at 
work. 
Possibly no law-making bodies 
in the world functions in the sa n e 
belligerent 
and 
boisterous 
man­ 
ner. Commonly heard phrases ui 
the past included “Liar, ” “Rascal,'’ 
“Scoundrel," 
“Fascist 
Criminal" 
and “Kremlin Stooge.” 
Right from its first days, the 
assembly has been the scene of 
uproarious disputes. 
Fist 
fights 
broke out on all sides. 
Impreca­ 
tions and inkwells were hurled with 
equal abandon. One Roman news­ 
paper suggested that the assembly 
would soon become a ring provid­ 
ing 
exhibitions 
not 
seen 
since 
Nero’s days. 
The first assembly spent its clos­ 
ing day in a knockdown brawl. 
T h e 
Monarchists 
swashbuckled 
from their benches and were met 
half-wav in the hemicycle of the 
chamber by deputies from the left. 
* 
* 
* 
A FEW practice swings arid then 
the Leftists cried, “Viva la Re­ 
publica!" The Monarchists yelled 
back, “ Vita la M onarchial** and 
the Center shouted, “ V ita I'Italia!", 
always a safe bet. 
All of them 
eventually got in the melee and 
the haji had to be cleared. 
However, after the 1948 elec­ 
tions, 
paunches continued 
being 
punched and faces slapped during 


hot-tempered debates. Once when 
about GO vocal outbursts occurred 
during a speech, the speaker of 
j the chamber plaintively asked if 
there was any point in continuing 
the meeting. 
“I can understand 
interruptions every sentence, but 
at every word—that is too much!" 
As political lines strengthened 
in post-war Italy, the Communists 
organized in assault squads. Cer­ 
tain groups were to raise parlia­ 
mentary objectives, others dream 
lip amendments, still others work 
in committee to delay. 
The climax came with Commun­ 
ist obstruction of the government’s 
controversial election reform bill 
this year.

SHRIEKING insults, Left-Wing 
deputies 
physically 
blocked 
the 
way to the box where colored balls 
are cast as ballots. 
When pro­ 
government deputies forced their 
way through to vote, one of the 
Communists leaped to the voting 
table and hurled the ballot box, 
votes and all, in the air. 
A Conservative leaped up and 
down in front of the speaker of 
the chamber, beating his desk with 
both palms. 
Another, trying to 
calm a colleague hooked his finger 
into the collar of that worthy’s 
shirt, and dragged him forcibly to 
his seat. The captive turned pur­ 
ple for a moment, and then re­ 
treated to the rear of the hall, 
where he continued his cries. 
This boisterous behaviour has 
spread a few blocks away to the 
I senate. 
Meetings are held in the 
smaller Sixteenth Century Madama 
palace. 
Members had previously 
i been appointed by the king and 


were usually markedly sedate. 
However, this year the electoral

senators slugged each other with 
broken 
chairs.

formed a wedge to try and pull 
the presiding officer out of his seat.

A COMME NIST woman Legisla­ 
tor walked up to a Christian Demo­ 
crat, shouted, “You cheated us!” 
and slapped his face. The white- 
bearded aristocrat bowed slightly 
and said, “Thank God you are a 
woman and I am a gentlem an!” 
and stalked away. 
The president of the senate was 
hit on the head with a piece of 
wood thrown by a Communist. H e 
then resigned. 
A result was the first cham ber 
and senate remodeling in 30 years. 
Inkwells were fastened to desks 
and desks to the floors. 
However, it looks as if the forth­ 
coming sessions will be at least as 
robust. Among the newcomers is 
a Communist who w'as in prison 
awaiting trial for the theft of 
Mussolini’s treasure.

Ob­ 
servers sometimes wonder if the 
quarrelling deputies are aw are of 
the figure that watches, perhaps 
ironically, over these violent mani­ 
festations of Italian republicanism.

WASHINGTON UU - T. Coleman 
Andrews, boss of the income tax 
collectors, is running into criticism 
as he tries to practice two of P res­ 
ident Eisenhower’s p r e c e p t s : 
more economy and less govern­ 
ment centered in Washington. 
Andrews, picked by Eisenhower 
as commissioner of internal reven­ 
ue, has been cutting out jobs by 
the hundreds, pulling loose ends 
of the revenue service together and 
letting field offices make decisions 
previously made here. 
About 56,000 people work for the 
revenue service around the coun­ 
try, 5,(MX) of them in the 
main 
Washington office, which has been 
hardest hit by layoffs: 500 jobs 
abolished so far here, another 500 
to be abolished, more to go else­ 
where. 
Some m embers of Congress com ­ 
plain Andrews is not keeping them 
sufficiently informed on what he i 
is doing and that in his zeal for 
economy and decentralization he 
may be overdoing it. 
One m ember of the House, De­ 
witt S. Hyde, Maryland Republican 
raised the question of uniformity 
in tax decisions by saying the fed-1 
eral tax system could be wrecked 
if there is not sufficient coordina­ 
tion between the field offices and a 
central point like the main office 
here. As an example of what was 
meant: 
Suppose a New Yorker and a 
California had identical tax dis­ 
putes with 
the government 
and 
each went to his local office for a 
final ruling. If there was a differ­ 
ence—that is, unless the main of­ 
fice here could make sure the rul­ 
ings were the sam e—one of the 
two men would lose or gain more 
titan the other. 
Arguments on Andrews* side go 
like this: People outside W ashing-! 
ton ought to be able to get an­ 
swers close to home without the 
delay—and the expense, if they had 
to hire Washington tax layers—in­ 
volved in coming here for a final 
decision which might take as long 
as two years 
In his decentralization program 
Andrews 
is letting local 
offices 
make decisions which used to come 
here for final review and approval. 
In some cases the main W ashing-1 
ton office will still give the final 
answer. 
O. Gordon Delk, Andrews’ chief 
deputy, declined any explanation 
of what is being done. He said 
the top revenue people wanted to 
say 
nothing 
publicly 
until 
they 
could sit down, perhaps in mid- 
September, with their congression­ 
al critics 
and give them 
an ex­ 
planation. 
Actually, Andrews Is intensifying 
and broadening a decentralization 
begun in the last days of the Tru­ 
man administration after tax bu­ 
reau investigations showed a need 
for some kind of revenue service 
reorganization. 
Before that, almost all 
of the

NEW YORK 14*1—Miracle fibers 
are adding to the squawks the 
launarics and dry cleaners get. 
Makers of test tube fibers, peop­ 
le who blend them into apparel 
and retailers who sell them to you 
have joined the sturdy little band 
of folk who complain about what 
the laundry 
sometimes 
does to 
their clothes. 
All hands are going to get to­ 
gether here next week to see what 
can he done about it. 
To some laundrymen these new 
mystery fabrics are the last straw. 
They already have to deal with 
the terrible tempered citizen whose 
collar comes back starched, who 
misses strategic buttons, who finds 
a tear that shows only after the 
shirt is put on. or shrinkage that 
binds or maybe just can’t find the 
shirt in the returned bundle at. 
all. The new fibers are another 
hazard. 
The American Institute of Laun­ 
dering of Joliet, 111., and the N a­ 
tional Institute of Dry Cleaners 
of Silver Springs, Md., are trying 
to get m anufacturers to label each 
garm ent with the exact percentage 
of each fiber it 
contains. They 
want the label stamped or sewed 
in—not just tied on, to be dis­ 
carded by the customer. 
Some 
manufacturers, 
however, 
complain that some laundries pay- 
little attention to such labels any­ 
way, and that garm ents contain­ 
ing the man-made fibers often re­ 
turn to the customer in much less 
than a miracle condition. If this 
goes on, they fear synthetic fibers 
will get a permanently bad name 
with the public.

FAMED FORT WILLIAM HENRY TO RISE AGAIN 
ON SHORE OF LONG HISTORIC LAKE GEORGE 


By FRED HIFT

LAKE GEORGE, N. Y.—Mem­ 
ories of one of the most frightful 
massacres in American Indian his­ 
tory are being revived here with 
the reconstruction of Fort William 
Henry, once a powerful British 
bastion at the foot of Lake George, 
captured and razed by the French 
in 1757. 
To anyone who still remembers 
the thrill and romance of Jam es 
Fenimore Cooper’s Last 
of the 
Mohicans, the name Fort William 
Henry should carry a familiar ring 
since much of the book's action 
revolves around the fierce fighting 
that took place here. 
The colorful history of the fort, 
coupled with the painstaking effort 
that is being made to rebuild it 
exactly as it once stood—a formid­ 
able bulwark against any French 
thrust down the Hudson to Albany 
and New York—is making the re­ 
construction a project of great in­ 
terest. 
Quite apart from that, however, j 
tourists passing through this love-!

being able to stop by and actually 
watch the excavation and co n -1 
struction w’ork going on.

ALREADY a great many relics j 
of life at Fort William Henry have I 
been unearthed and are on view, I 
and progress is being made in 
solving one of the great mysteries 
of the French-Indian wars: How- 
many people actually died that 
horrible day in 1757 when a band 
of howling Indians fell on a group 
of captured British soldiers and j 
settlers and, sweeping aside the I 
small d e t a c h m e n t of French

guards, murdered every one of 
them in a drunken rage? 
Estimates of the death toll today 
range anywhere from 500 to 2,000. 
Certainly it included a good many 
women and children. The French, 
who had stormed the fort the day 
before under the command of the 
Marquis de Montcalm, had guaran­ 
teed these people safe conduct to 
nearby Fort Edward. They hadn’t 
reckoned with the ferocity of their 
Huron allies. 
Oddly enough, the dead revenged 
themselves on their murderers. At I 
the time when Fort William Henry j 
was under attack, its defenders 
were weakened from an epidemic I 


of small-pox which had taken a 
good many lives. A fter the cap­ 
ture. and disappointed at the gen­ 
erosity of the French, the Indians 
dug up freshly-dug graves and 
scalped the bodies in them. 
They took those s c a l p s w-ith 
them 
back to Canada. 
A 
few 
months later, entire Indian en­ 
campments were decimated by the 
dread disease. 
Today, a part of that same j 
graveyard at the fort has been ex- i 
cavated and visitors can watch 
archeologist Stanley Gifford c a re -, 
fully exhuming the skeletons that 
lie there just as the Indians care- i 
lessly threw’ them back into their j 
graves.

IN UNEARTHING t h e s e re­ 
mains, Gifford, who also worked on 
the reconstruction of Fort Ticon­ 
deroga at the opposite end of the 
lake, found various layers of vari­ 
colored earth. 
One consisted of 
black sand. It took some research 
into the fort’s records to establish 
the reason for its being there. 
After the Indian outrage, Mont­ 
calm collected all the bodies, tore 
down the fort and built a huge 
bonfire. 
A year later, when tile

G e n e r a l 
Abercrombie 
launched a huge amphibious as-, 
sault from the same spot against | 
French-held Ticonderoga, he re­ 
membered what had happened at 
Fort William Henrv. 
As a sa n i-1 


tary precaution, he ordered the 
black sand spread over the entire 
arca. 
Reconstruction of the fort is 
tailored to exact specifications left 
by the British army engineers who 
built it. Already one of the bas­ 
tions overlooking the lake is com­ 
pleted and the whole outline of 
the fortification is emerging.

EVERYTHING, d o w n to the 
barracks and the bomb-proof shel­ 
ters underneath them, will be re­ 
built and refurnished. The small 
museum, which now’ holds such 
memorabili of British camp life 
as clay pipes, rum bottles, cannon 
balls, old buttons, a 1738 British 
penny, a skull or two, etc., will 
be vastly enlarged.

But th*re 
is more to it than the insignia 
on his cap Price had the unusual 
experience of serving in Korea 
twice, in

roles. 
On his first hitch, he was a 
correspondent. He went over ear­ 
ly in that hot sum m er of 1950, 
covered the retreat and then the 
siege on the line laid down by 
Gen. Walker. After the North Ko­ 
reans collapsed, and the war dis­ 
integrated into 
a 
pursuit 
and 
mopup, he came home. 
He had been in the Marine 
in 
World War ll and so a year or 
so ago, Uncle Sam called him 
and presently he was on his w ay 
back out to 
the 
old 
stamping 
ground, this time in uniform 
In short, he has seen the war 
from more different angles than 
most of us ever could. 
"What we should have done. ‘ 
he went on, "is sm ash up the 
Chinese defenses, and then de­ 
stroy their armies in Korea." 
The Chinese have boasted of 
their depth-defenses, presum ab­ 
ly a system of bunkers, trenches 
and emplacements going 
back 
four or five miles, solidly. 
"We didn’t think much of the 
depth defenses," he said. "Every 
time we punched through the out­ 
er crust, they would react quick­ 
ly and pretty well. But it didn't 
look to us though they had the 
means of moving troops and ma 
terial around quickly enough to 
seal off a real breakthrough." 
This coincides pretty well with 
the opinion of Gen. Jam es A. 
Van Fleet. When he came back, 
some months ago, he said: 
"The Chinese arc nothing once 
you get ‘em moving backward."* 
"Then why didn’t we open a 
real offensive?" I asked Ben. 
"I don’t know," he said. "No­ 
body could make sense out of it. 
We would take one of their posi­ 
tions, and then pull back on or­ 
ders." 
He said the 
Marine officers 
! reasoned that they were losing 


more men in the stationary war 
that finally developed than would 
have been lost in an all-out push. 
"Which 
officers," 
I 
asked. 
"The big brass?" 
"All of them ," he said. "M any 
second lieutenants would tell you 
we should have been pushing in 
stead of sitting there." 
So if you drive up to the Yalu 
River again, then what? It would 
still be necessary to keep 
the 
whole arm y more or less intact, 
guarding the long border, even 
though the fighting had stopped. 
Ben conceded that. But he said, 
You re going to have to keep 
most of the Army ready anyway 
And if we’re going to stop, the 
river is the spot, not down where 
we are. 
"In the first place, the problem 
of unifying Korea would then be 
solved automatically. In the sec 
ond, it would be a lot better to 
bargain with the Chinese on their 
own border than down at the 38th 
Parallel."

Mercy Gear 
Showing Due 


Sept. 5-7 


Albatross/ Lifeboat 
Arrangement M eans 
More Lives Saved 


In an effort to give the viewing 
public a representative cross sec­ 
tion of every phase of air opera­ 
tions, the Air Force will bring a J 
Grumman SA-16 amphibian and an 
A-8 Lifeboat to Dayton for display 
at the National Aircraft Show at 
Cox Municipal Airport Sept. 5-7. 
! 
The advent of intercontinental 
flying has brought upon the Air 
Force a new type of organization, 
that of the Air Sea Rescue Squad­ 
ron. 
Under the command of the Mili- I 
tary Air Transport Service, these j 
squadrons are stationed strategical-; 
ly all over the world. Their mis­ 
sion is a mission of mercy. 
They rescue pilots who h a v e 
crashed 
at 
sea or inaccessable 
areas. They fly in medical supplies 
to disaster areas and fly the sick 
or wounded out to hospitals. 
• * • 


TO COPE with this new type of 
aerial service, new equipment had 
to be brought into use. Of course, 
the helicopter is probably the best 
known tool of this humanitarian 
group, but the helicopter has a lim­ 
ited range and its speeds are rela­ 
tively slow. 
So, the Air Force had to devise 
a 
means of rescuing personnel 
stranded hundreds of miles from 
bases, especially persons afloat at 
sea. 
The Grumman SA-16A was one of 
the Air Force’s answers to t h i s 
dilemma. It is a seaplane with a 
range of 2,500 miles, Carrying a 
crew of six. The Albatross, as the 
SA-16A is nicknamed, can speed to 
the rescue at over 250 miles per 
hour and pick up as many as ten 
persons. 
It is a multi-missioned 
plane 
that can be used in search and 
rescue work, personnel and car* 
go transport or as a multi-engine 
seaplane trainer. 
The Albatross did not altogether 
fill the overall job requirements, 
however. It is unable to land in 
rough water and its range is still 
short of what might be required to 
rescue personnel in a mid o c e a n 
crash. In a case such as this, the 
Air Sea Rescue Squadrons have 
B-17’s and B-29’s that have large 
lifeboats which may be dropped by 
parachute to a spot near the sur­ 
vivors. 
These boats are A-3 lifeboats. Af­ 
ter hitting the water, the engine in 
the boat starts automatically. 
A 
controller flying in the mother 
plane steers the boat to the surviv­ 
ors by means of remote radio con­ 
trol. 
* • • 
THE 
SURVIVORS t h e n 
get 
aboard the boat and the controller 
can guide them to safer waters, 
where an Albatross or a helicopter 
can pick them up. or guide them 
all the way to land. 
These 
29-foot 
long 
boats 
are 
equipped with food, medical sup­ 
plies, fresh water and enough gas 
for a 500-mile journey. 
At the exhibit site at Cox Mu­ 
nicipal Airport, the A-3 
Lifeboat 
will be parked alongside the SA-16A 
Albatross. Air Force displaymen 
will explain different features of 
both pieces of equipment and will 
answer spectators questions.
